Standard’s Bolsa Chica Bore Yields 
Oil at Fast Clip. 


For the second time in recent 
months, the Bolsa Chica oil well 
at Huntington Beach created a stir 
yesterday, when for a short time it 
flowed at the rate of 5000 barrels a 
day. 

The well, property of the Standard 
Oil Company, is down 2550 feet. On 
November 13 it got beyond control 
and flowed 20,000 barrels in twenty- 
four hours.

HE “RUTHLESS” PACIFISTS. 
Germany in the role of sorrowful pac- 

ifist, meekly permitting Allied troops to 
occupy three of her cities without the ex- 
citement of even a single sniper, is an en- 
gaging spectacle for the world. Now the 
devil is sick the devil a saint would be, but 
when the devil was welj, devil a saint was 
he. 

A Germany whimpering mournfully 
against. the imposition of “penalties,” but 
resignedly turning the other cheek; a Ger- 
many in the role of Christian martyr, de- 
ploring Allied sternness, is a far cry from 
that Germany that once declared that “ruth- 
lessness” and “frightfulness” were essential 
to the conduct of successful warfare, that 
“necessity knew no law” and that solemn 
treaties were mere scraps of paper. It is a 
very different Germany from the one which 
sent that never-ending line of gray goose- 
stepping warriors into Belgium in 1914 that 
took eight days to pass a given point, that 
held priests and burgomasters for hostages, 
and mulcted every city it entered for 
“levies” for all the traffic would bear. It is 
a very different Germany from that which 
penalized whole cities for the passionate 
protests of 11-year-old boy snipers. A very 
different Cermany from that which burned 
Louvain, and inspired that ghastly exodus 
from Belgium of pitiful thousands of home- 
less refugees, men, women and children, 
offered up so lavishly on the altar of tri- 
umphant conquest. | 

It is a difficult for us to reconcile the pac- 
ifist Germany of today with that ruthless, 
conquering Germany of yesterday. And in 
some strange way this meekness ill becomes 
the Germans. True, they have chosen the 
wiser part and pacific fon has every- 
thing to recommend it. Resistance at this 
time so obviously offers nothing but a taste 
of thelr war doctrines on their own soil, 
which it is natural enough they are unwill- 
ing to sample. Perchance it is the memory 
of that very ruthlessness and frightfulness 
which they once so heartily indorsed for 
the defeated, and the very brutality of their 
own military commanders of poignant mem- 
ory, that is aiding 
self-restraint. 

It is highly interesting to have lived to 
witness this tremendous transformation, 
this remarkable change of heart. Such a 
‘little while ago Germany held the world by 
the throat, and, for a spell, seventeen na- 
tions held their breath in terror while Ger- 
many’s conquering hordes seemed to be 
carrying all before them. Even while we 
ridiculed, we almost believed the Neitzche 
superman-gospel for his countrymen. Even 
while we gibed, the Kaiser and his terrible 
General Staff struck chill terror to our 
vitals and seemed to us the unconquerable 
supermonsters they aspired to be. 
| It all seems like a grim farcical night- 
mare today, in the face of a meek pacifist 
Germany, playing the Christian martyr, and 
calling upon heaven to witness the unpro- 
voked tyranny of the Allies, while appealing 
to the religious and patriotic fortitude of 
the people to pursue a lofty policy of 
wounded nonresistance.

Allied spokesmen six years ago. “Right is 
being G@owntrodden by might,” he is declar- 
ing grandiloquently, while memory 
“sings in our minds. 

But whether Ge ‘s pacifist cloak be- 
comes her or not, there is no doubt that she 
is suitably attired for the occasion, and is 
better looking than in her war paint. And 
one can but admire her efficient thorough- 
ness in being as completely pacifist as she 
was ruthlessly warlike. She is not quite 
comfortable in the pacifist garment, not 
quite at home in it, but at least she does 
not appear to be trying to set it off with 
a helmet and sword. If she sticks faith- 
fully to the new style and maintains the 
correct pacifist tout ensemble, she will gain 
much more admiration than her war paint 
could ever attract. ‘ 

Ah, had she but evinced such pacific 
tastes six years ago, what beloved influence 
might she not wield today! Now her mod- 
est garments are but evidence at best of re- 
form, but six years ago they would have 
held the respect and credit due to inherent 
virtue. But it’s never too late to mend. 


ELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 

More important to the economic and 
industrial welfare of the residents on both 
sides our southern border than the exchange 
of notes between the respective govern- 
ments is the get-together movement exem- 
plified by the excursion of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Comfnerce to Mexico and the 
return visit by representatives of Mexican 
commercial and industrial associations to 
the. United States. There is no political 
significance in these reciprocal excursions. 
They concern not the governments of the 
two countries, but the economic life of the 
two peoples. Mexico is an agricultural and 
mineral country with vast but undeveloped 
resources. Southern California is-rapidly 
becoming a great industrial center. There 


material which Mexico can produce. There 
is a market with great possibilities for de- 
velopment in Mexico for our manufactured 
products. 

Industrial reciprocity is pregnant with 
possitillities both peoples. Northern 
Mexico is the great hinterland for Southern 
California. It contains some of the richest 
agricultu lands in the two Americas. 
Scientifically cultivated, it will support a 
population of millions. Cheap power and 
ocean transportation make of Southern Cali- 
fornia the ideal market for what that terri- 
tory will produce. The agricultural devel- 
opment of Northern Mexico is just begin- 
ning; and the same is true of the indus- 
trial development of Los Angeles and its 
environs. The two peoples have hing 
to win from co-operation. Modern industry 
takes no more account of national bouna- 
aries than the clouds and the trade winds. 
All “that it asks of government is security 
for life and property and a policy of strict 
noninterference. 

But security {s an absolute condition to 
profitable investment; and, for the last fifty 
years, this security has been but rarely in 
evidence south of the border. During the 
early part of the last century advancement 
in Mexico far outstripped that of California. 
The territory we now occupy was then 
known as the “wild and woolly” West. 
California possessed only vestiges of a gov- 
ernment. Under those conditions economic 
and industrial development were unknown. 
Stable government made possible the won- 
_derful prosperity of the section now known 

as “Greater Southern California.” Secur-

tured here from raw material secured in 
Mexico. 


Southern California will not be the only 
market, however, for the minerals and agri- 
cultural products of Mexico. There is a 
route open to the East via El] Paso, and the 
Mexican business men are wisely extending 
their visit to cover all the important indus- 
trial centers in the United States. Every- 
where they will be met with expressions of 
good will. As the business interests of the 
two countries reach a better understanding, 
as each learns the best and the worst of 
the other, nationaf and racial. jealousies will 
disappear. 

Our Mexican friends have an opportunity 
for a close-up view of life in the United 
States. They will doubtless find some ways 
in which we have improved on Mexican cus- 


toms; and other things in which our inno- 


vations have led to a retrogression. It will 
be for them to “reject the weeds and pluck 
the flowers,” taking advantage of our suc- 
cessful experiments and avoiding our mis- 
takes. The Times is sincerely convinced 
that, once the two peoples are bound “to- 
gether tn bonds of amity and mutual ad- 
vantage, the two governments will never be 
far apart.

ELF-SACRIFICE, 
John Morley relates in his “Recollec- 
.tions” the following observation made to 
him by Roosevelt, while he was still in the 
White House: “And, to tell you the truth, 
a man who has had eight years as President 
has not got much left in him.” 

It is a physiological fact that brains, like 
muscles, weaken and deteriorate under the 
|} strain of continuous, fatiguing exertion. 
Christie Mathewson discovered that the 
arm of a baseball pitcher is good for only 
a limited number of games. If he pitches 
forty games a summer his effectiveness will 
not extend beyond ten seasons. The aver- 
age term is not half that number. The age 
at which a pitcher will retire can be figured 
with a fair degree of accuracy from his age 
when arduous service begins. 

This rule holds equally true with great 
writers and thinkers. The man who com- 
poses a masterpiece at 25 does not produce 
another at 50. Kipling, Bret Harte, Mark 
Twain, Henry George, Schopenhaeur, .Mae- 
terlinck and most of the great poets are 
notable examples of this almost unvarying 
law of nature. Emerson was at his best 
after 59, but he did not begin until he was 
45. Some of the early psychologists held 
that originality is extinct after the fortieth 
year; but the mass of experience proves 
that originality is a vein that may be 
worked even in old age, and at no time of 
life is inexhaustible. 

Washington builded perhaps better tha 
he knew when he limited the Presidency to 
two terms. Few athletes have been them- 
selves conscious that they were growing 
stale; only a string of bitter defeats con- 
vinced them. A student of tactics and 
strategy discovers that the Napoleon of 
Waterloo was not the Napoleon of Auster- 
litz. Foch and Clemenceau were great in 
old age because the supreme test did not 
come until late in life. The ability that 
does not weaken in a long term of years is 
one that has never risen above mediocrity. 

Gladstone and Disraeli may be cited by 
the unthinking as examples that disprove 
this theory. But the records of the House 
of Commons show that Gladstone wrecked 
in his old age much that he builded in his 
prime; and Disraeli never rose in the sun- 
set of his intellectual career, gorgeous 
though it was, to the mental heights of 
“Coningsby.” Von Humboldt began in life’s 
autumn, and was at his best in his eightieth 
year. . 

Woodrow Wilson probably gave more of 
his physical and mental self to the Prest- 
dency than any other man, except Lincoln. 
Whether Lincoln would have survived the . 
strain of reconstruction with his mental 
ability unimpaired can be only a matter of 
conjecture. Many who have given thought- 
ful study ‘to Roosevelt’s career hold that 
when he retired from the Presidency he 
had passed his zenith, that, in his own 
words, he had not “got. much left in him.” 
His patriotic spirit, evidenced during the 
war, was unimpaired; ut his turgid sen- 
tences lacked the fire of his fortieth year. 
The glory was that of the autumn leaf. 

There is something unfeelingly brutal 
about those who ask in fine sarcasm, “What 
shall we do with our ex-Presidents?” A 
man who has carried for a single term the 
mental burdens of the American govern- 
ment, if he be no shirker, has given the best 
of himself to his country. He who has car- 
ried it through two consecutive terms has 
given about all any man has to give. He is 
the horse that has won the Derby, the box- 
er who has worn the belt, the pitcher who | 
once captured the pennant—he has lived. 

Morley notes also that Roosevelt said to 
him: “I must-try not to quarrel with Con- 
gress. If I do I'm no use. Cleveland broke 
with Congress, and {t was the ruin of him.” 
This quotation gives rise to the conjecture, 
impotent now, that if Wilson had formed a 
coalition Cabinet for the war period, as 
Lioyd George did, taking Roosevelt and 
other great Republicans into his confidence, 
the tragedy of the rejection of the Peace 
Treaty might have been avoided.

The necessary process of post-war 
deflation came about without panic 
or too dangerous depression. The 
process was a healthy one, and it 
was essential, if we were ever to get 
back to normal conditions. 

The Federal reserve bank system 
has proved itself to be a power in 
stabilizing the country’s finance. And 
it is living up to the predictions of 
its sponsors that, under such a sys- 
tem, nation-wide financial disaster is 
impossible. 

The United States shows the best 
balance sheet of any country in the 
world. Its currency is the least in- 
flated. Its debt per capita ts the low- 
est. At the same time it collects 
more taxes and is paying off its in- 
debtedness more swiftly than any 
other nation. 

There has been much hardship 
caused by the inevitable laying off of 
men. But the final stages of read- 
justment and reconstruction are set 
ting in; business is going back to 
work; unemployment holes are rap- 
idly being plugged, and the compett- 
tion for jobs is stimulating and re- 
storing the seemingly forgotten vir- 
tues of thrift and efficiency. 

Here and there, few and far be- 
tween, may still be heard the falter- 
ing voices of calamity howlers, but 
their cries are growing feebler anda 
feebler, and they croak—becatse 
frogs croak. 

Sheer up. The worst fs over. The 
best is now to come. Don’t let them 
tell you different.
